Tho Speech. 

And what shall wo say of tlio pre- 
cious document that was put into tlio 
mouth of the Lieut. -Governor on 
Monday by his Ministry? What — 
indeed, beyond that which wo have 
alroady said — that it is the most 
trashy, wishy-washy, unstatesrxmnlike 
production ever dignified with the 
name of Spooch. Vapid, beyond sen- 
ility. Evasive, beyond toleration. 
Stupid, beyond explanation. Its ouo 
predominant feature, like- a black- 
mark against a schoolboy's name, is 
Failuiie. What says it of the Eailway ? 
Failure. Of the Drydock ? Failure. 
Of industrial interests ? Failure. By 
their own confossion, everything they 
have touched has withered. Wherever 
their hand rested there has eomo a 
blight. 'Iho country is congratulated 
on the increased production of coal 
and gold; but what have they done to 
aid tho increase ? Did they offer a 
premium for every new coal mine 
opened ? No. Did they tit out par- 
ties to explore for new gold lieidsV 
Far from it. Individual effort has 
accomplished the increase. Poor old 
McCullough, the discoverer of 
Cassiar, was refused by this Govern- 
ment a small grant to aid him in his 
researches and died for want, of pro 
per nourishment ami clothing while 
on tne way back to his claim in the 
depth of wiiuer. Tho absence from the 
Speech of any allusion lo finances is 
ominous. This unprecedented ornis 
sion should be in itself sufficient to 
condemn the Government —to say no- 
thing of the confession of their high- 
handed course in refusing to lay Can- 
ada's proposals before the new House. 
We "unhesitatingly declined'' the 
overtures, say the Government. The 
constitutional right of tho House to 
pass upon the new term was ignored, 
as it was with re; pest to the Carnar- 
von Settlement, in reading this part 
of the Speech one almost fancies him- 
self back in the days when this Prov- 
ince was a Downing Street preserve 
for broken-down gentlemen, whose 
chief duty it was to levy oppressive 
taxes on tho people and pay 
themselves high salaries out of the pro 
oeed.i. Whoeve- moy be called in to suc- 
ceed the p-e.seut holders of the four port- 
folios should lay it down as a cardinal 
maxim never to trample on the constitu- 
tional rights of the People or their repre- 
sentatives. On all convenient occasions, 
and on nil important constitutional ques- 
tions, let them consult the people who 
are. the true source ot all constitutional 
power and they will bo safe. Ignore the 
people (as these men have done)and soon- 
er or later the Nemesis of Public Opinion 
will overtake and destroy them as it has 
overtaken and destroyed tins Govern- 
ment. What treatment the House will 
givo the extraordinary emanation it is diffi- 
cult to say. Perhaps the best course would 
be to let the poor, meagre thing pass. ]t 
scarcely challenges the serious attention 
of an intelligent deliberative body such 
bk our Assembly is. Although not so la- 
conic it is quite as valuable! as the speech 
of the spokesman on the occasion of the 
presentation of a silver cup to an eccen- 
tric character in England. Said the 
spokesman, pushing the article towards 
him, "Mr. Himpkius, Lore's the mug. ' 
The reply of the House to the Speech 
should be 9s effective as tho reply of tho 
reeipiout of the cup, which was, "Gentle- 
men, I accept the jug!"

Law Reform,- 

During last summer a series of able and 
interesting articles pointing out tho urg- 
gent necessity of Law Reform and a com- 
prehensive County Court's Bill appeared 
as editorials in this journal. It is no se- 
cret that the writer of those articles was 
Hon. A. N. Richards, Q. C, (brother of 
the Chief Justice of tho Dominion,) a le- 
gal gentleman who has come amongst us 
to reside permanently, and whoso main 
object in writing tho articles was to cheaj « 
en law bo that a poor man seeking justice 
would have as fair a chance as a noh mim 
before our Courts and to render tho 
County Courts Act, which is now in a snd 
muddle, intelligible to tho most ordinary 
comprehension. Lor writing this series 
Mr. Richards was subjected to a torrent 
of invective from the Government organ 
in this city; advised to mind his own busi- 
ness; called a carpet-bagger, a busybody, 
interloper, meddler, etc., etc. To weak- 
en the force of the law articles ami give 
point to tho invective it was charged that 
Mr. Richards was also the authorof many 
of the political editorials that appeared in 
The Colonist during the late election 
contest. Nothing could be further from 
the truth than this charge, but regarding 
it as a compliment Mr. Richards declined 
to notice tho offensive emanations of our 
contemporary, whoso impotent rage soon 
spent itself on the everlasting rocks of 
Common Sense and Public Weal. What 
has been the result? Tho Governor's 
Speech foreshadowed the very measures 
for which Mr. Richards contended and 
for urging which on the attention of tho 
Government ho was so rudely assailed. 
The Government organ opposed Law Re- 
form and the Government pledges itself 
to introduce it! Tho Government or^uu 
opposed tho passage of a sensible County 
Court's Act. and the Governmmt promis 
es to have one passed! Anything that, we 
might say would not vindioate Mr. Rich- 
ards' character from the aspersions cast 
upon it as effectually as the Governor's 
Speech has dono. Wo therefore leuvo 
our jontemporary to settle its little un- 
pleasantness on this score with the Gov- 
ernment after its own fashion. Perhaps 
it will bo good enough to train its mud- 
batteries on Mr. Walkom ami afford re- 
spectable persons a breathing-spell.

812,000, and will soon ho worth double 
that amount. The third prize, valued at 
85,000, is the North Pacific Brewery, for 
Beveral years past operated by Mr. Mar- 
tin Schtnieg, of Seattle. Tim smaller 
prizes are about 5,570 in numb.ir, con- 
sisting of 825,000 cash and 8155. 000 in 
city lots and available farms in diffi rent 
parts of King county. In our judgment 
uo lottery has ever been in operation 
where ticket holders were offered suoh 
substantial value, comparod to the money 
required to be paid in, or where they 
wero so sure of being honestly and fairly 
dealt by.—Olympla Courier.

What the "Minute" Means- 

[Ottawa Times.] 

An attempt ban been made to croato an 
impression that tho Government intend- 
ed by this new proposition to British 
Columbia to secure her assent to tho 
abandonment of the whole of tho agree- 
ment made through tho agoncy of tho 
Colonial Secretary. Nothing could bo 
nioro opposed to the faot. 

The reconsideration of tho Island 
Railway scheme, by tho very fact that 
the Senate refused to agree to it, becamo 
a positivo necessity. Not bo with tho 
other modifications of 'Mho terms" pro- 
posed by Lord Carnarvon, which mot 
with the assent of the Legislature, and 
which, tin* people id' British Columbia 
and tho whole country may depend upon 
it, will be carried out as nearly as the lim- 
itation placed upon Parliament by tho 
resolution of Sir George Cartier will 
admit. There are some peoplo 
like Sir A. T. (hilt who think to 
connect British Columbia by a system 
such as that agreed to between the Gov- 
ernment and tho Secretary for tho Colo- 
nies, within the time specified in that 
agreement, means financial ruin and na 
tioual bankruptcy. There aro, on the 
other hand, a much larger body of public 
men who think it possible to compass 
that very desirable end without any Buch 
disastrous results; aud if the faith which 
the latter have in the resources of the 
country only proven to have been well 
founded, as we believe it will prove, the 
year 1890 will have seen the accomplish- 
ment i ,f all t hat t ho British Columbians 
in tho West and their most ardent friends 
iu the Last have ever in reality desired. 

Mr. Rusk in on Women and War. — 
Mr. Luskin in his 'Crown of Wild 
Olive,' says that women, if they wish- 
ed, could easily put a stop to war— 
thai all war is waged for their sakes, 
and because- they desire ii. Although 
tins view may exaggerate their power, 
it is certain that they could do much 
to prevent war if they would only bo in 
earnest about it. Most women pro- 
fess to dislike war; but, when a eon- 
liict is imminent , they will not movo a 
linger to prevent it. Is it not truo, as 
Mr. Raskin adds, that they 'draw tho 
curtains of their boxes aud inutile tho 
openings, so that from the pit of the 
circus of slaughter there may reach 
them only at intervals the half-heard 
cry aud a murmur as of the wind's 
sighing when myriads of souls expire. 
They shut out, the death-cries, and are 
happy, and talk wittily among them- 
selves.' A lady writer, in quoting tho 
above, remarks: — 'Or if their hearts 
are moved with pity, and they meet to- 
'gether to prepare lmt and clothing 
for the sufferers, it is a nice occupation 
and I hey ore rather sorry when it is over. 
They rarely take the trouble to inquire 
into the effects of war upon their fellow 
country-women and the women of other 
lands. As to the military system, with 
all its surroundings, they have a positivo 
admiration for it. Every officer is to 
them a hero and a prospective Leonidas; 
every soldier is a devoted patriot. They 
wdll go out of their road any day to seo a 
regiment, or to hear a military baud; not 
simply for the sake of the bright colors 
aud tuneful strains, but for tho warliko 
clement in the show. Asking as women's 
practice differs so widely from their pro- 
fessions, it will be in vain to expect any 
good results from their influence upon 
(society. Again, women must use their 
practical influence at homo in tho cause 
of peace. An irritable, unjust mother 
will probably make an irritable, unjust 
son, w ho will grow up into u narrow- 
minded man, incapable of comprehend- 
ing the laws of right and justice. Pub- 
lic opinion in each country must greatly 
depend upon the conduct of the mothers 
of the nation. And further, let all wo- 
men who have time to sparo devote a 
portion of their leisure hours to earnest 
work lor the cause of peace in union with 

i he men aud women who are already la- 
boring for this end. For it is no destruc- 
tive and revolutionary work which tho 
Peace Society advocates. It is the grad- 
ual reduction of the armaments which 
are tilling the world with dismay; the 
establishment of law in the place of 
anarchy, the avoid inc.- of quarrels when- 
ever possible, and the peaceful settle- 
ment of sie-h disputes as must arise. It 
is no niifeminine and degrading work 
until to be touched by a woman's hand; 
neither is it effeminate mid undignified, 
beneath the efforts id' a brave man. It is 
the work of ennobling the human race, 
and spreading order, peace and love 
throng bout I he earth." 

As American writer, dating his letter 
from Gibraltar, says: -"The more I see 
of Gibraltar, the less I wonder at the 
temioity with which it is held by England, 
and t he dislike the Spaniards have for the 
Lnglish tenure of the place. The strength 
of the position is something wonderful. 
Nature and Military art seem to have 
wan ked together in making 'Gib' as in- 
vulnerable us it is possible to be. Nor 
does the Engineer Department allow 
modern progress in either guns or bit 
teries to pass unnoticed. Of the former 

there are some fifty or sixty about to lie 
Chun ;ed for others of a much larger cali- 
bre. Fven as it is, the army of men has 

ii ver yet lived, nor has one of the fleet 
ships , vet bei ii built, that could for two 
hour, withstand tie- withering lire of the 
guns now in position on various parts of 
the Look. " 



Modern Naval Warfare. — Modern 
scienco lias so changed tho art of sea 
warfare that mere animal courage is 
only ono of the many elements requir- 
ed to make a great naval commander- 
in-chief. In tho days of sailing men- 
of-war good seamanship consisted in 
performing certain complicated man- 
oeuvres by tho action of the wind on 
the sails; and if it, failed, or the rig- 
ging shot away, it then became a ques- 
tion of chance, or bull-dog courage. 
Tho first broadside of Collingwood's 
fla«-sb.ii> at Trafalgar is said to have 
killed or wounded 4UIJ men. Bad sea- 
manship on the part of the French led 
to such a disastrous result, and not 
tho superior gunnery of the English. 
With steam-ships ramming will be as 
fauil as raking was with the old wood- 
en veBsol, and frequently more so, bo- 
eause being rammed by a powerful 
iron clad will simply mean annihilation. 
Our magnificent aud costly ships, if 
improperly handled, may fall to sud- 
den ruin under the well-delivered 
blows of a puny enemy. 1 have long 
held the opinion tlfat all fighting ships 
should be lilted with a system of tem- 
porary fenders, in order to deaden 
the blow of an antagonist. Some 
future genius will carry this sug-o-es- 
tion into effect, and its influence will 
be as beneficial to his ship as the fakes 
of tho chain-cablo wero to the sides of 
the Kearsarge in her action with the 
Alabama, the shells from the guns of 
tho hitter vessel failing- to penetrate 
the rudely-improvised cuirass of her 
antagonist. It was one of those 
simple contrivances which mark the 
man of original thought, and doubt- 
less had a great influence on the result 
of the action, if it did not wholly de- 
cide it. — "Fraser's Magazine.'' 

A Connecticut Weeding Fee. — The 
Hartford "Courant" narrates tho fol- 
lowing ludicrous incident:— "A clergy 
mail who was formerly located in this 
city, but is now in Now York, married 
a little over a year ago, a couple who 
at once started for Europe, and have 
recently returned. The bridegroom 
was a gentleman of wealth, and before 
he presented himself before the bridal 
altar ho placed a 5100 green-back in 
his vest pocket to give the parson for 
tho marriage fee. While crossing the 
ocean he discovered, greatly to his 
astonishment, the lull in the pocket 
where ho had placed it, and could ac- 
count for its presence there only 
on tho theory that he must have 
had another bill of a different de- 
nomination, which ho had given to the 
clergyman by mistake. On getting back 
to this country he determined to solve 
the mystery, and waited upon the rever- 
end gentleman and enquired if on a cer- 
tain date he did not marry a certain cou- 
ple.
